The British mission came here 
it was learned, with a courageous 
plan. Despite the sparse British 
ration, the government had decided 
that to buy raw materials to press 
ndustrial recovery and expendi- 
tures on Canadian food would have 
to be. reduced. This would mean 
smaller rations in Britain 

The British dropped this bomb- 
shell early in the negotiations, tell- 
ing Canadians they did not want 
any bacon, eggs or beef. They 
only wanted wheat and cheese. 

BRITAIN ALSO WANTED to 
use as much of the remaining 
$300.000,000 in the Canadian loan 
as she needed in 1948 

The Canadian agriculture de- 
partment was flabbergasted for 
Mr. Gardiner had built his policy 
on the principle of long- term stab- 
ility in the UK. market. This 
British plan would destroy the 
program 

After days of discussion, the ag- 
riculture department declined to 
let the British be selective 

MR. GARDINER told the British 
mission he could maintain his stab- 
iligation program only as long as 
the whole Canadian food surplus 
was taken up 

It would be impossible to keep 
one major product—wheat—under 
a low British contract price while 
allowing Canadian producers of 
egg. bacon and beef to sell at 
boom prices in the world market 

Under such circumstances the 
wheat contracts could not be met, 
he indicated, for it would pay the 
farmers to stop growing wheat 
and go into feed grains, or even to 
feed wheat to livestock 

Canada in the crop year ending 
next July 31 is providing 160,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat to Britain at 
$:55 a bushel basis Fort William- 
Vancouver-Churchill Britain will 
take 140,000,000 bushels in the crop 
year starting next Aug 1 at $2 
a bushel Wheat on the Chicago 
grain exchange sells at about $3.10 
a bushel, recognized as the world 
price 
THE BRITISH WERE in a dil- 
emma While they thought they 
could get along without bacon 
they needed wheat They saw 
they would have to take all or no- 
thing. They then withdrew from 
their attempt to restrict purchases 
to wheat and cheese and the full 
contracts were renewed with vol- 
ume slightly reduced but prices 
averaging approximately 10 per 
cent over those of 1947 
On the financial side, the Cana- 
dian finance department objected 
to the British request for free use 
of the Canadian credit in 1948 

It developed that the British 
were planning with no thought to 
the Marshall aid to Europe plan 
London was being realistic in 
drawing up its program on the 
basis of current conditions The 
Marshall Plan if it got under 
way, id be an extra boost, but 
the British weren't counting on it 
THE CANADIANS were more 
optimistic. They felt. it would be 
rely on some help from
